The indicator light comes on when in "Power" or 
"Snow mode. 
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TRAC/VSC Off Mode 


This switch turns off the traction control system or the vehicle stability control system. 
Use this switch if the wheels get stuck in snow, mud, etc. 



To turn off TRAC: Push the VSC OFF switch 
briefly. The slip indicator light will come on. 

To turn off VSC: Push and hold the VSC OFF 
switch for 3 seconds when the vehicle is not mov¬ 
ing. The slip indicator light and VSC OFF indica¬ 
tor light will come on. 


Press the switch again to turn the system back on. 


Cruise Control 


The cruise control allows the vehicle to be driven at a fixed speed without using the acceler¬ 


ator pedal. 

Use for highway driving or when traveling at the same speed for long periods of time.
